NAME. 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Grand  Division  of 
iTiB  Sons  of  Temperance,  of  the  Province  of  Nova 
Scotia. 

II.

Sec.  1.  -It  shall  be  composed  of  such  W.  P.'s  nnd  P. 
TV*  P-'s  as  the  Subordinate  Divisions  may  elect.  The 
Grand  Division,  however,  shall  have  power  to  expel,  or 
otherwise  punish  any  member  for  a  violation  of  its  rule«. 

Sec.  2. — Each  Suboidinate  Division  shall,  at  the  first 
regular  meeting  in  October,  annually,  ballot  separately, 
with  ball  ballots,  for  representatives  to  the  Grand  Divi- 
sion.*   All  W.  P.'s  and  Past  W.  P.'s  shall  be  eligible,

but  such  only  shall  be  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Grand 
Divieion  (except  those  holding  ofl&ce  in  the  Grand  or 
National  Divisions)  as  shall  receive  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast— the  same  being  set  forth  in  their  credentials,  as

October  following.  Such  brothers  to  be  ballottcd  for  as 
prescribed  in  the  preceding  Section. 

III. 

TIME   OF   MEETING. 

An  annual  session  shall  be  held  in  the  moiith  of  Octo- 
ber, at  such  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon.  Quarterly 
sessions  may  be  held  in  the  months  of  January,  April  and 
July. 

IV. 

OFFICERS. 

The  OiBcers  shall  be  a  G.  W.  Patriarch,  G.  \V. 
Associate,  G.  Scribe,  G.  Treasurer,  G.  Chaplain,  G.  Con- 
ductor and  G.  Sentinel.

V. 

UOW  ELECTED. 

The  Grand  Officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot.  A  ma* 
jority  of  all  the  votes  present  shall  be  necessary  to  consti- 
tute a  choice.  In  case  of  a  tie,  the  ballotting  shall  con- 
tinue,  until  a  choice  is  made ;  the  name  of  the  brother 
receiving  the  lowest  number  of  votes  at  each  ballotting 
shall  be  withdrawn. 

VI. 

The  G.  W.  P.  shall  preside  in  the  Grand  Division.  He 
shall  have  power  to  visit  any  Subordinate  Division  under 
his  jurisdiction,  and  require  a  compliance  with  the  rules 
and  usages  of  the  Order.  He  may  summon  any  one  of 
the  Grand  Officers,  and  require  from  him  information 
respecting  his  office.  He  shall  appoint  all  officers  which 
may  be  required  in  thip  Grand  Division,  unless  otherwise 
ordered.  He  shall  have  power  to  call  special  sessions,  when 
requested  in  writing  by  at  least  five  members,  represent- 
ing not  leas  than  two  Subordinate  Divisions — but  no  alter- 
ation afiecting  the  general  interest  of  the  Order  through- 
out the  Province  shall  be  made,  except  at  the  annual 
session.  He  shall,  personally  or  by  Deputy,  visit  each 
Division  under  his  jurisdiction,  at  least  once  a  quarter, 
and  make  a  report  at  each  Quarterly  Session.  He  shall 
also  see  that  the  Annual  Returns  are  made  out,  and  for- 
warded to  the  National  Division. 

VII. 

In  the  absence  of  the  G.  \V.  P.  the  G.  W.  A.  shall 
perform  the  duties  belonging  to  his  office.     In  the  absent/ 
of  both,  the  Grand  Division  shall  appoint  a  chairman. 

VIII. 

The  Grand  Scribe  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Grand  Division.  He  shall  keep  a 
correct  roll  of  the  members,  and  notify  meetings.    He

shall,  as  soon  as  possible,  furnish  the  chairman  (he  who  {# 
first  r.ppointed)  of  every  committee,  with  ft  copy  of  so 
much  of  the  minutes  as  relates  to  the  business  of  such 
committee.  He  shall  receive,  file  and  record  all  appals, 
petitions,  and  applications,  and  certify  all  documents  from 
the  Grand  Division.  He  shall  receive  and  properly  record 
all  monies  of  the  Giand  Division,  and  pay  the  siime  over 
to  the  0.  T„  without  celay,  taking  his  receipt  therefor.—- 
Ho  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Grand  Divi- 
sion under  its  genera!  rules,  the  direction  of  the  G.  W. 
P.,  and  the  established  usages  of  the  Sons  of  Temperance. 
He  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Grand  Division,  with 
the  necessary  writings  under  his  control — and  at  ench 
Quarterly  Session  present  a  report  of  the  important  trans- 
actions during  the  terra,  with  the  amount  of  monies 
received,  and  from  what  sources.  He  shall  also  prepare 
the  Annual  Returns,  in  accordance  witli  Part  10,  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  National  Division,  and  shall  send  to 
the  National  Division  ''U  documents  referred  to  it. 

IX. 

The  G.  T.  shall  have  »;harge  of  all  the  funds,  property, 
Becurities  and  vouchers  of  the  Grand  Division  ;  and  pay  all 
orders  drawn  on  him  by  the  G.  S.,  and  countersigned  by 
the  G.  W.  P.  He  shall  attend  on  the  Grand  Division,  or 
its  presiding  ofiicer,  when  requi.ed,  with  all  necessary  books 
and  instruments  relating  to  his  ofilcc  ;  be  shall  also  meet 
with  any  Grand  Committee,  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  act 
in  relation  to  the  finances  of  the  Grand  Divisico.  When 
going  out  of  office,  he  shall  immediately  deliver  to  his 
Buecessor  in  ofiice,  or  to  whomsoever  shall  be  appointed  to 
receive  the  same,  all  monies,  securities,  evidences  o^  debt, 
books,  writings,  and  property  of  the  Grand  Division, 
which  may  be  in  his  possession,  or  under  his  control,  with 
all  proper  assignments.  He  shall  render  a  full  report  at 
each  Quarterly  Session.

The  G.  Chaplain  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Grand 
Division,  and  perform  the  duties  of  his  office.

Tlie  G.  Conductor  shall  introduce  the  Grand  Officers  at 
their  installatioii,  new  members  for  initiation,  and  conduct 
the  processions  of  the  ^Jrand  Division.  lie  shall  have 
charge  of  all  property  not  properly  under  the  control  of 
either  of  the  other  officers.  At  the  oj)ening  of  the  nieet- 
ing  he  shall  see  the  officers'  badges  in  their  proper  places, 
and  at  the  c^osc.  see  them  safely  put  away. 

XII. 

The  G.  Sentinel  shall  guard  the  door,  and  see  thft  none 
cuter  or  retire  but  those  duly  authorized. 

Xllt. 

VOTINO. 

Sec,  1. — On  questions,  the  vot'^  may  he  tuken  as  per 
usage ;  but  when  demanded  by  ai  lea,^t  three  representatives 
from  dift'ereiit  Divisions,  it  shall  be  taken  by  Divisions. 

Sec.  2. — When  a  vote  by  Divisions  is  demanded,  the 
G.  Scribe  shall  call  the  roll  of  Divisions,  beginning  with 
No.  1,  and  a  majority  of  the  members  present  from  each 
Division  shall  govern  its  vote.  If  the  representatives  of 
a  Division  are  equally  divided,  iis  vote  shall  bo  lost. 

Sec.  8. — In  votiuj!  by  Division?;  each  Division  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  for  fifty  contributing  members  or  less 
— and  every  fifty  contributing  members  shall  entitle  it  to 
an  extra  vote. 

XIV. 

QUORUM. 

Seven  brothers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  tor  the  trans- 
aciAOn  of  business. 

XV. 

The  revenue  of  this  Grand  Division  shall  be  derived  as 
follows : —

For  the  privilege  of  proposing,  electing  and  in- 
itiating a  person  on  the  same  evening,  provided, 
in  all  cases,  I  -  is  known  to  be  worthy. 


Each  subordinate  Division  shall  pay  not  more  than 
One  shilling  per  quarter  for  each  of  its  mem- 
bers, whose  names  may  appear  on  the  Financial 
Scribe's  books,  to  be  sent  with  the  Returns  to 
the  Grand  Division,  at  the  close  of  each  quar- 
terly term. 

XVI. 

All  members  of  Divisions  under  this  jurisdiction,  shall 
have  the  right  to  appeal  to  this  body,  and  through  it  to  the 
National  Division.  Members  of  this  body  shall  also  have 
the  right  of  appeal  to  the  National  Division.^ 

XVII. 

Any  Division  neglecting  to  make  Quarterly  Returns  and 
payment  of  dues,  shall  be  disqualified  from  voting  in  the 
Uiand  Division,  nor  shall  they  be  allowed  to  receive  the 
passwords  until  said  returns  and  payments  are  made. 

XVIII. 

Any  Division  neglecting  to  comply  with  the  rules  and 
rot^ulations  of  the  Grand  Division,  shall  forfeit  its  Charter 
and  other  property,  if  two  thirds  of  the  members  present 
at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Grand  Division  shall  concur 
therein.  Provided,  however,  Subordinate  Divisions  in  all 
cases  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the  National 
Division. 

XIX. 

No  concert,  festival  or  other  public  assemblage  of  any 
description  shall  be  allowed  without  permission  from  the

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Grand  jDivision,  except  funerals.  Neither  shall  any 
brother  appear  in  the  regalia  of  the  Order,  at  any  concert, 
festival,  public  assemblage  or  procession,  unless  parmission 
has  been  duly  grafted  by  the  Grand  Division. 

XX. 

No  brothers  shall  be  admitted  into  Grand  Division  but 
members  of  the  same,  or  of  other  Grand  Divisions,  and 
candidates  for  initiation. 

XXI. 

Committees  of  three  or  under  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
G.  W.  P. — those  consisting  of  more  than  that  nunibe. 
shall  be  appoini-ed  by  open  nomination. 

XXII. 

Brothers  shall  be  allowed  only  to  represent  Subordinate 
Divisions  of  which  they  are  members — nor  can  any  person 
be  a  member  of  two  Subordinate  Divisions  at  the  same 
time.  In  case  of  the  transfer  of  a  member  he  shall  not  be 
disqualified  on  that  account,  but  may  be  elected  to  repre- 
sent the  Division  to  which  he  may  become  attached. 

XXIII. 

No  brother  shall  serve  two  successive  terms  in  the  same 
ofl&ce,  except  in  the  offices  of  G.  Scribe,  G.  T.,  and  G. 
Chaplain. 

XXIV. 

Applications  to  open  new  Divisions  mv^t  be  signed  by  at 
least  eight  respectable  persons,  who  must  be  men  of  good 
standing  in  the  community — and  the  Grand  Division  shall 
have  power  to  send  such  delegate  or  delegates  as  may  be 
deemed  proper,  to  superintend  the  organization,  and  train 
them  into  the  -jsages  of  the  Order,  said  delegates  always 
to  be  subject  to  the  instructions  of  the  Crand  Division.

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Rule  8. — When  the  docision  of  any  question  is  doubted, 
the  presiding  officer  shall  direct  the  G.  0.  to  count  the 
votes  in  the  affirmative,  and  in  tho  negative,  and  report 
the  same  to  him. 

Kule  9. — No  brother  shall  speak  more  than  once  with-

— When  two  or  more  members  rise  to  speak  at 
the  same  time,  the  presiding  officer  shall  decide  who  is 
entitled  to  tho  floor. 

Rule  12. — When  any  blank  is  to  be  filled  by  the  names 
of  persons,  a  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  names  in  the  order 
of  their  nomination ;  but  when  a  blank  is  to  be  filled  up  by 
any  sum  of  monev  or  time  proposed,  the  question  should 
be  put  first  on  the  largest  sum  and  the  most  remote  time. 

Rule  13. — While  a  brother  is  speaking  no  one  shall 
interrupt  him,  except  for  the  purpose  of  calling  him  to 
order,  or  asking  of  the  presiding  officer  leave  to  explain, 
or  to  call  the  previous  question. 

Rule  14. — A  question  may  be  reconsidered  at  the 
meeting  in  which  it  was  decided,  if  reconsideration  be 
moved  and  seconded  by  two  members  of  the  majority  on 
the  decision.  A  question  may  be  reconsidered  at  the 
next  meeting  after  its  decision,  on  motion  of  any  two 
members,  provided  that  notice  of  such  motion  be  given  at 
the  meeting  when  the  question  is  taken ;  such  notice  to 
be  in  writing. 

Rule  15. — A  motion  to  rescind  or  repeal  shall  not  be 
received,  except  notice  of  the  same  shall  have  been  given 
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at  the  previous  session  ;  such  motion  shall  bo  subnilttcr'i 
at  tho  next  session,  and  shall  then  have  priority  over  all 
other  business. 

Rule  10.— No  question  shall  bo  reconsidered  more  than 
once  during  tho  sa'no  quarterly  or  annual  session ;  nor 
shall  a  vote  to  reconsider  be  reconsidered  :  but  a  motion 
for  reconsideration  may  be  renewed  at  tho  next  regular 
session,  provided  that  notice  of  the  same  has  Ijeen  given 
in  writing  by  any  two  me;nbers,  and  provided  also  that 
the  decision  has  not  oiHuially  passed  out  of  the  Grand 
Division. 

llulo  17. — The  brother  first  named  in  the  appointment 
of  a  committee,  shall  be  chairman  of  the  same,  and  shall 
call  tho  committee  to  meet  at  such  time  ai-d  place  as  ho 
may  elect ;  but  when  thus  convened  any  committee,  in 
the  absence  of  such  brother,  may  appoint  its  own  chairman 
and  scribe. 

^ulo  18. — All  reports  of  committees,  except  reports  of 
progress,  shall  be  made  in  writing,  and  signed  by  a 
majority. 

Kule  19. — When  a  majority  report  is  to  be  followed 
by  a  report  from  the  minority  of  a  committee,  the  former, 
after  being  read  shall  lie  upon  the  table  until  the  latter  is 
presented ;  after  which  on  motion,  either  may  bo  con- 
sidered. 

Rule  20. — When  a  report  has  been  read  it  shall  bo 
considered  as  properly  beforo  the  Division,  without  a 
motion  to  accept. 

Rule  21. — For  any  brother  in  speaking,  to  impeach  the 
motives  of  a  fellow  member,  or  treat  him  with  personal 
disrespect,  or  pass  between  h'm  and  the  Chair  while  he  is 
speaking,  shall  be  deemed  a  violation  of  order,  which  may 
incLU-  the  censure  of  the  presiding  officer  or  of  tho  G.D. 

Rule  22.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer, 
and  the  privilege  of  any  member  of  the  Division,  to  call 
any  member  to  order  who  .iolates  any  established  rule  of 
order. 
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Rule  2'.i. — Any  conversatiou,  by  whiapcriiig  or  oth'ir- 
wise,  which  is  calculated  to  disturb  u  brotlicr  wliile  speak- 
ing, or  hinder  the  transaction  of  business,  shall  be  deemed 
a  violation  of  order,  and  if  persisted  in  shall  incur  censure. 

Kulo  24. — The  reading  of  any  paper  called  for  shall 
always  be  iu  order. 

llule  25. —  tVhen  the  presiding  officer  has  commenced 
taking  a  vote,  no  further  debate  or  remark  shall  bo  admit- 
ted, unless  there  has  accidentally  been  a  mistake  committed, 
in  which  case  the  mistake  shall  bo  rectified,  and  the  pre- 
siding officer  shall  recommence  taking  the  vote. 

llule  20. — The  following  sliall  be  the  standing  Docket 
for  business  in  the  Grand  Division,  which  however  may 
be  changed,  in  order  to  take  up  specific  business — by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  members  present,  viz  : 

1.  Opening  G.D.  in  due  form.  The  G.H.  shall  call  the 
roll  of  officers,  and  note  absentees.  The  G.W.P.  will 
fill  vacancies  in  officers  and  standing  committees. 

2.  Reception  of  Credentials,  and  reference  of  same. 

3.  Report  of  Committee  on  Credentials. 

4.  Initiation  of  new  members. 

5.  The  Records  shall  bo  read — if  not  correct  they  may 
be  altered  or  amended  by  a  majority  vote. 

6.  The  G.W.P.  shall  appoint  Committees  on  the  State 
of  the  Order,  and  on  Communications,  at  the  first 
meeting  in  every  Quarterly  or  Annual  Session. 

7.  Reception  of  communications,  and  action  on  the  same. 

8.  Unfinished  business. 

9.  Reports  of  Committees. 

10.  New  business.  *
